Cuban Caves Could Provide Ample 
Shelter for Russian War Gear

The revelation last week that the Russians may be using Cuba's 


caves for the purpose of concealment of war materials and per- 
bap* strategic missiles has come as no surpruse. The island is 


honeycombed with caves and caverns, and they 
are almost perfect hiding places; they lend them- 
selves admirably to such purposes. 


More surprising than that news, however, was 


the announcement that there is very little public 
information available on the caves and that the 
United States' highest intelligence officers know 
little if anything about them. 


For what it may be worth as a matter of in- 


| formation to readers, I am able to describe at 


one of ** caves- DurinS President Ken- 


«L 
i. 
y's «Juarantin« of Cuba-bound ships. I strolled 
through one of Cuba's caves and remember it well. Though the 
cave through which I walked is smaller than many others, it is 
perhaps typical. 


There are an estimated 2.000 


«uch caves in Cuba. Some of 
them are nearly a mile in length 
and several hundred yards wide, 
with ceilings that reach hundreds 
of feet in height. 


Soft ii mesfone 


My cave was .about a quarter of 


• mile long, about 15 yards wide 
and approximately 20 feet high. 
Like all of Cuba's caves, mis one 
was cut out of the soft limestone 
by a prehistoric river. The Ter- 


tiary limestone is nearly white 
and one may walk through the 
cave with only a flashlight for 
illumination. The floor of the cave 
was filthy with bat guano. 


The walls, floor and roof of the 


cave have the appearance of soft 
plaster, but imbedded into the 
limestone are literally millions 
upon millions of fossil remains of 
coral and shell animals. They are 
so numerous and so soft that 
they have no value whatsoever, 
even to the collector. But Cuba 
uses such soft limestone as paving 


material! for roads. The stroller 
can scratch the fossils out of the 
rock with fingernails. 


Coves Moitt 


The floor of the cave seems 


almost dry, but a touch of the 
rock proves that there is much 
moisture in the caves. The floor 
is quite level and trucks and other 
vehicles could be driven into it 
with impunity and without harm 
to rubber 
tires. 
The passage 


sloped gently downward. 


This cave and others like it 


were used for centuries in the 
chaotic history of Cuba. Revolu- 
tionaries have used the caves for 
shelter and storage of the para- 
phernalia of war. Many indigent 
Cubans still live in caves despite 
he moisture and the bats and 
nsects which they contain. 


Many Cubans use the caves 
or storing perishable food, much 
as a refrigerator in the semi- 
ropical climate of the island. 
Lovers often use the caves for 
rysting places, and picnics are 
icld in or near the caves during 
he rainy season. 
Caves are natural phenomena. 


The island, 730 miles long, is 
mountainous and hilly. Underlying

Children are boun with an urge 


to grow. rVobably in no other 
period of hii life does a child 
grow as much and learn ai much 
as he does in his first five years. 


He grows physically, intellec- 


tually, emotionally and socially. 


During this rapid growth period 


parents can turn to their doctors 
for advice in meeting their chil 
dren's physical needs, supplying 


balanced dietU, inoculation*, and 
all otter care, required. 


In the areas of intellectual 


growth, children n**d direction 
and stimulation by parents, but 
parents must be guided mainly 
by their own common sense. 


I find that parents have very 


similar problems and are usually 
on the lookout for new ideas. The 
following story of a mother who 
took advantage of the early 


learning spurt may Inspire oth 
en. 


"Our little girl, Kathy, turned 


four in December. We have two 
other children, Mike, 10 and one- 
half, and Linda, who is just two." 


"Since Kathy was the 'middle' 


child I tried to give her a little 
extra attention after the baby 
came along so she wouldn't feel 
left out. The only time I had for 
this was when I was doing my 


bwilnf or washing dishes. At 
the** times I would say all the 
Btirsery rhymes to her. After a 
few time* of hearing them she 
could repeat them word for word. 


From Letter* in Numbers 


"From that H went to the A- 


B-C's then to recognizing the A- 
i when she saw them. Then 


to spelling simple words and the 
names of members of the family. 


"And then on to printing her 


name, and then to looking at 
words, spelling them out and ask- 
ing -what that spelled. 


"By 3-and one-half she could 


read quite a few words and now 
she is -reading out of first grade 
books. 


"She knows her numbers when 


she sees them, can count by 1- 
100 by 5's-100, by 
lO'-lOO. 
She 


loves to work puzzles, to color 
hi color books, to work dot-to-dot 
number books and other works- 
book. 


"The only time 1 spend with 


her reading is when she is ready 
to take her nap. Then she reads 
me one story from her book. 


"She spends lots on time read- 


ing for herself. She learned num- 
bers from an old calendar and 
from a number sheet from Mike's 
Bingo game. 


"With just a little explaning she 


takes it from there and will prac- 
tice and practice until she gets 
it. When my son was learning 
about the states she learned to 
name all the states and their 
capitals." 


"I guess I've made her sound 


like she fits at the kitchen table 
studying all the time, but she 
doesn't. She loves to watch TV, 
play bouse, play with older girls 
and dearly loves her baby sister. 
(And fights with her brother) 


Will Kindergarten Bore Her 
"And if she keeps up this learn- 


ing jag she is on, I don't know 
what she will be doing in two 
years. Will she be disappointed 
in Kindergarten by then?" 


A home program of learning 


such as is described here pre- 
pares children so well that they 
succeed in kindergarten whether 
they enter early or late. T h e y 
have learned to develop their own 
interests. 


However, I cannot stress too 
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strongly that It Is the child who 
does the growing, and the par- 
ents who provide the valuable 
climate for growth. 


DON'T PUSH! Pushing de- 


feats the purpose. It deprives the 
child of initiative, assurance and 
practice in making decisions. 


Let each set his own pace, but 


take advantage of the early urge 
to learn by giving him opportun- 
ities to enjoy a wide range of 
experience.

ent needs for the same fear of 
labor trouble, however unlikely a 
strike seems now, steel production 
will swell in coming weeks.

Production Cot 


Finally, whether there's a strike

Exactly two months ago in this 


space. I analyzed what was being 
said by the 26 "business cycle in- 
dicators" selected by the Nation- 
al Bureau of Economics Research 
as the most valuable in telling us 
where our economy is and where 
it is heading. The words I used 
to report 
their 
message then 


were "good." "bad," 
"indiffer- 


ent," "fair to middlin' " — words 
any non-professional can under- 
stand. Here is an updating of that 
report. 


There are 
12 'leading indi- 


cators" which have had a re- 
markable record of signaling in 
advance an upturn or downturn 
Of the 12 today, five are flashing 
a "good" signal, four are flash- 
ing an "indifferent" signal, two 
are "fair to middlin' ", one is 
"bad." This is a tiny bit better 
than the message these 12 gave 
in January. 


There are nine "coincidence in- 


dicators" which have had a re- 
markable record 
of telling us 


where our economy is currently 
Of these nine today, four are re- 
flecting a "good" picture, three, 
an "indifferent" picture and two 
a "fair to middlin' " picture. This 
is precisely what these indicat- 
ors were saying in January. 


Some Laggards 


There are five 
"lagging indi- 


cators" which usually turn up or 
down after 
the economy as a 


whole has turned 
up or down. 


Of these five, three are acting in 
a "fair to middlin' " way, one is 
"good," one is 
"indifferent"— 


also precisely the pattern in Jan- 
uary. 


On (he surface, this is a defi- 


antly mixed pattern but when you 
dig beneath the surface, it's more 
good than bad, for some of the 
most significant 
'leading indi- 


cators" are flashing "good" sig- 
nals. 


For instance, one signal which 


is good is new orders for durable 
goods. It's logical to expect that 
when new orders for durable 
goods are up, a rise in manufac- 
turing of the durable goods will 
follow. Two other indicators giv- 
ing good signals are bousing 
starts and awards for commer- 
cial and industrial building. It's 
logical to expect that when con- 
tracts awarded for commercial 
and industrial building are rising 
and so are housing starts, spend- 
ing on construction will be on the 
rise too. 


Profits Better 


Another key indicator which 


has turned from 
"indifferent" 


to "good" since my January re- 
port is net corporate profits. It's 
logical to expect that when their 
profits rise, businessmen will be 
encouraged to invest more. A fav- 
orable decision on business spend- 
ing today will show up in rising 
spending by business months from 
today. 


Last November in a speech on 


the indicators which he has done 
so much to develop, Dr. Geoffrey 
H. Moore of the NBER concluded 
that "recession-around-the-corner 
views are not clearly justified 
but also the statistical portents of 
a vigorous resumption of the busi- 
ness expansion have not yet ap- 
peared.

, The b l u e ribbon commission 
several years ago explored this 
matter thoroughly. Its ultimate 
conclusion was that any equali- 
zation program should be based 
on agreed 
minimum essen- 


tials of public service in all 
communities, in relation to the 
local tax resources of comrnun- 
ties. 


The easiest available criterion, 


which is already widely used in 
the distribution of the state 
budget, is the local school pro- 
gram. 


The school aid program is 


based on the supposition that 
public education is the first of 
the basic obligations of the local 
government, and on the obvious 
corollary that the resources for 
the financing of education have 
no necessary relation to local 
school populations. Thus the 
state has subsidized, in effect, 
the cost of the basic schooling 
of local school children in ex- 
cess of a stated ratio of the 
school enrollment to the local 
tax base. 


Gov. Reynolds could have con- 


tinued and extended this prin- 
ciple. Why he did not do so is a 
matter of conjecture. One con- 
jecture is that such a formula 
would not have put the money 
where he thought it would be 
most beneficial for him politi- 
cally. 


This device is faulty, some 


localities may argue, in that it 
gives no recognition to those 
localities where there is a sub- 
stantial portion of the school 
population enrolled in private or 
parochial schools, without cost 
to the local taxpayer, at the 
cost of individuals. That objec- 
tion can be met simply, if de- 
sired, by rewriting the law to 
provide that the local school 
census, rather t h a n public 
school enrollment, should be 
the test of eligibility for state 
tax shares to a locality. 


Strictly Personal 
Consequences of Our 
Acts Often Contrary

That simple and platitudinous 


phrase, "learning from 
life." 


is so difficult in practice be- 
cause the con- 
sequences of 
our acts are 
often so con- 
trary to our 
intentions. 


For even 


when our in- 
tentions 
are 


good, and our 
techniques are 
a d e q u a te. 
there is a spirit of whimsy (if 
nothing worse) in the universe 
that brings unforseen consequen- 
ces. We learn so slowly because 
there is no obvious cause-and- 
effect in human events, much 
as the historians and idealogues 
would like to think there is. 


Karl Popper, in his inaugural 


speech at Oxford some y e a r s 
ago. made the interesting point 
that in some cases what we do 
has precisely the opposite effect 
of what we intend to do — in- 
deed, the very act engenders 
its contrary. 


For instance, be explained, a 


man mho puis hi* house on sale 
intends to get ifce highest pos- 
sible market pnce for it Vet 
the very act of putting it on sale 
tends to lower the market pnce 
— for every additional bouse 
that goes on the market depres- 
ses the pnce in that area. 


Contrariwise, 
a 
man who 


wants to buy a hou«c 1311 'he 
lowest possible market pnce' w 


the once ol houses 


simply by becoming a potential 
buyer — for the more buyers, 
the higher the price. 


A wryly amusing example of 


this odd phenomenon has been 
seen in tire nation's courts over 
the last fifty years. Firms de- 
vise a new name for a product 
— like zipper of nylon or cello- 
phane — and spend millions not 
only in publicizing the names 
but in defending them from in- 
fringements. 


Yet the irony in this situation 


is that the more effective the 
company is in promoting the 
name, the more quickly it be- 
comes an accepted part of the 
language. In many such cases, 
the courts have unanimously 
ruled that what was once a 
brand-name has passed into the 
public domain because of usage. 


So here. too. we see that the 


very act of picking a highly 
saleable and descriptive name 
for a product tends to defeat 
itself in the end. aixi u«e conpc- 
qunces of such skiii and imagi- 
nation are qussc the contrary of 
what was intended. 


And much the same contra- 


dictions can be observed in mar- 
naec. in educatam, in politics. 
in diplomacy, in all the areas of 
personal and socal endeavor. 
Today's greatest problem, in- 
deed, is the "eMraJatwo" of 
armaments, is which spending 
more for defense as a deterrent 
only spurs the enemy to do 
likewise, and creates'the wry 
conditions it seeks to liromale. 
How much have we really 
"learned from life"?
